floor  of  a store  that  was  located 
across  the  street  from  what  is 
now  the  First  Security  Bank  in 
Provo. 

Lewis  Hall,  as  it  was  called, 
was  the  birthplace  of  the  “Spirit 
of  the  Y.”  Learning  proceeded 
under  direction  of  Karl  G.  Mae- 
ser, Kristene  Smoot  and  Milton 
Hardy,  professors. 

The  fire  left  the  faculty  and 
students  of  BYA  with  neither 
books  or  a place  to  hold  classes 
However,  with  only  one  day 
lost,  school  resumed  Tuesday  in 
a ZCMI  warehouse  located  near 
the  clatter  and  combustion  of  a 
railroad  yard. 

CONSTRUCTION  on  College 
Hall  was  underway  in  1897.  But 
a shortage  of  funds  delayed  ac- 
tivities for  progress  on  the  new 
buildings. 

An  experience  related  by  Eva 
Maeser  Crandall,  daughter  of 
Pres.  Maeser,  tells  of  when  she 
was  standing  with  her  father 
looking  at  the  foundations  of  the 
new  building.  “Daddy  look,  it’s 
crumbling.”  He  turned  to  her 
and  said,  “See  that  hill  yonder? 
In  time  it  will  be  covered  with 
university  buildings.  This  is  des- 
tined to  become  one  of  the  great- 
est universities  in  the  world.”
